The Court of Appeals Says a 
Local Law is Xot Repealed 
bi/the tonstitatloti. 




The Ledorr yesterday referred to the 
decision of the Court of Appeals in the 
Fayette county free turnpike case. 

It is now enabled to give a syllabus of 
the decision, which was announced by 
Judge Uazlerigg: 

Firrt— Section 157 of the Constitution 
in so far as it limits the indebtedness o 
counties anil taxing district*, does not re 
quire legislation to give it effect. There 
fore a county cannot incur indebtedness 
in excess of that limit without submitting 
the question to a vote of the peopli 
provided in that section.

"The Kentucky Statutes" is not a

Fourth— The provision of Section 171 of 
the Constitution that all taxes fhall be 
levied and collected by general laws does 
not render inoperative a loci.l act pro- 
viding for the levy- and collection of taxes 
for a special purpose; for if that provi 
sion has any application to such a state of 
case, the General Assembly having, since 
the adoption of the Constitution, pro- 
vided by general laws how all taxes may- 
be levied and collected iu behalf of the 
various counties, these general laws may 
bo considered at amending or repealing 
the tpecial provision in the local act, 

In Fayette county action was being ta- 
kon by the County Court under the pro 
visions of a local act known as the Kin 
kead Law. and it appears from the sylla- 
bus that that act has not been repealed by 
the Constitution or the general laws in 
reference to turnpikes. 

With this declaration on the part of the 
highest court, It seems plain that it will 
decide that the Maton county law or 1W6 
hat not been repealed, and this is the law 
under which all action has been had in 
this county. 

There has been no proposition to iasue 
onds In Maton county as there has been 
in Fayette, nor doet our law require a 
submission of the quettiou to a vote of 
le people.

NOW'S TIME TO SUBSCRIBE. 
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N«w Yohk. June 2ft.— Notwithstand- 
ing 1 the fact that the tone of President 
Dole's message to the Hawaiian legisla- 
te, which convened on the 12th 
it, was decidedly optimistic, special 
ipatches from San Francisco state 
that for several weeks there has been 
much activity among, the colony of 
Hawaiian exiles, whose headquarter 
•re at the Occidental hotel. One of the 
'special dispatches has this to say: 

"Yesterday Hawaiian Consul Wild- 
er revealed the secret of this activity, 
which is the organization of a new 
filibustering expedition to carry IOC 
picked men and a large supply of 
arms and a quantity of ammuntion 
to Hawaii. Wilder is somewhat skep- 
tical of the real strength of the ex- 
pedition, but still he added that the 
exhiles here are desperate men. and 
that they have strong financial back- 
ing, and he has warned the custom of- 
ficials, who will keep a close watch on 
all vessels that clear for the Hawaiian 



Wilder's information comes from 
Capt Lunt, who figured conspicuously 
in the smuggler Halcyon, which eluded 
all customs boa».s and for years landed 
cargoes of opium all along this coast. 
He said he had been asked by an 
Hawaiian exile named Stuart to take 
charge of a filibustering expedition to 
the islands. He was to charter a swift 
schooner and agree to land 100 men 
and a good sunply of arms and ammu- 
nition at some port on one of the minor 
islands, probably on Maui, which is 
notoriously friendly to the queen. For 
this nervy service Stuart promised to 
pay Sft.OOO, and in case of the success- 
ful landing of the men and cargoes 
910,000 was to be paid. 

Lunt accepted the terms, but when 
he came to charter a vessel he found it 
would cost him too much, as the own- 
ers wanted to know the risks. A few 
days after he declined the job. 

Dan Sweeny, well known in Seattle 
and Tacoma sporting circles, brought 
here the fast yacht Aggie. Lunt says 
he know s that Sweeny purchased the 
yacht for the filibusters, as their 
schemes comprise the sending of two 
parties, one from Seattle and one from 
San lHego, or some port of southern 
California.
